Robert iHall Carter, born in 
Sierra Madre April 30, died 
May 16 while visiting his 
son’s family in West Los 
Angeles. He had recently 
flown from nis home in 
Cuernavaca, Mexico to at¬ 
tend the graduation of his 
granddaughter, Nina Carter. 

Robert was the second 
grandson of .Nathaniel C. 

Carter, founder of the City of 
Sierra Madre. In 1918, he en¬ 
listed in the U.S. Army Tank 
Corps and served in France 
with the U.S. Engi n e e r 
Corps. 

His creative and artistic 
talents emerged in an early 
interest in arch, i t c tiu re, 
photography and design — 
some of his work remaining 
intact today. 

Later he and his wife 
spent five years in the 
South Pacific with hadquar- 
ters in Seva, Fiji. Here he 
began a thriving import-ex¬ 
port business. He learned 
some of the old crafts and 
trained natives to re-create 
carved' figures and artifacts 
for export. A year’s travel 
around the world offered 
new challenges a.nd other 
markets in the Mid-East, In¬ 
donesia etc. Their business 
was then transferred to Los 
Angeles and continued until 
retirement in Cuernavaca, 

Mexico. Some of his photo¬ 
graphic efforts were exhibit¬ 
ed in rhe Belles Artes Art 
Museum of Mexico City. 

Robert Carter is survived' 
by hi s son Warren H. Car¬ 
ter and granddaughter Nina, 
of West Los Angeles; .his 
sister A.nnetta M. Carter of 
Albany, and his brother 
Paail N. Carter of Laguna 
Hills.

The date for the “Call for 
Bids,’’ by authority vested 
in the CRA by the legisla¬ 
tive body will be a,t 2 p.m., 

Monday, June 23, at which 
time the bids will be opened' 
and investigated by the City 
Administator, who is the ex¬ 
ecutive officer for CRA, and ,ieen 
the City Council, and the 
CRA will be notified of the to ' 
low bidder a.nd the amount 
at the regular meeting of 
the Council and Agency to proved 
be held Tuesday evening, 

June 24. 

After determining what 
the cost will be, to build the 
facility, the Bond Attorneys 
will then he notiifed and 
they will put the package 
together and will then place pating^ 
a call for bids for the Bond 
Market. It i s expected at this 
time that the Call for Bids 
will be in the viciinty of 
$600,000, which will build 
the facility and hold an 
amount in the CRA revol¬ 
ving fund, for the start of 
payments a.nd to carry the 
CRA through the period's be¬ 
tween increment receiving 
time. 

The bond market, at this 
time, is not the strongest in 
the world, but city execu¬ 
tives and bond consultants 
feel that very little trouble, 
if any, will be encountered 
in the sale of the Lease- 
Purchase Bonds. 

As has been stated before, 

(he bonds will be issued by 
the Sierra Madre Community 
Redevelopment Agency and 
will be the responsibility cf 
the ngnev to pay for the 
bonds without any direct 
taxation against the prop¬ 
erty owners of the city. If all 
goes well, and it has been 
determined that it will, con¬ 
struction of the facilities 
should begin sometime dur¬ 
ing the latter part of July.

PETITIONS 

PRESENTED 


Having been processed by 
the Sierra Madre City Clerk, 

L. Marie Warfel, but as yet 
to toe verified' were 640 sig¬ 
natures on a petition to the 
City Council that was pre¬ 
sented to the City Council at 
its regular meeting of Tues¬ 
day, May 27. 

The signers of the petition 
called for a referendum 
against the transfer of oer- 
tain city owned' property 
from the City Council to the 
Community Redevelopment 
Agency. 

The transfer of the prop- 
ety was necessary under the 
law to allow the Community 
Redevelopment Agency to 
build the Sierra Mad-re Safe¬ 
ty Facilities ta new home 
for your Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment and the Police De¬ 
partment, with a new jail 
facility). 

The petition indicated that 
they wanted the building of 
the facilities and the trans¬ 
fer of the property to be put 
on a. ballot for the vote of 
the electorate of the city. 

Whether the petition is 
legal or moral has not at 
this time been determined, 
however a legal petition 
must have 10% of the total 
votes cast for Governor at 
the last General Election, 
and from this standpoint 
docs qualify. 

If the petition docs quali¬ 
fy as* a document to cause 
the proposition to go to the 
vote of the people, the time 
involved, estimated' as a de¬ 
lay of over 60 to 75 days will 
drive the cost of construc¬ 
tion upward an estimated 
$55,000, and this estimate is 
made an the basis of the 
“Per Deim” wage rate now 
in the hands of the writer 
which show substantial in¬ 
creases in wage rates that 
will take place in the next 
few months. Further it is 
estimated that the cost in¬ 
volved'in an election, includ¬ 
ing bonding attornies, legal 
counsel and etc. will easily 
add another $10,000. 

Should it be required to 
submit the proposition to the 
voters and they turn down 
the transfer and location, 
then the building of the 
Sierra Mad're Safety Facili¬ 
ties will most probably 
NEVER take place, or it may 
be as long as another five 
to ten years. 

There is absolutely no way 
that CRA can raise the 
necessary amount of money 
to build the facilities, if it 
hag to purchase ground to do 
so. The tax Increment is 
JUST NOT THERE. In the 
meantime it will be neces-

“The state took its time in 
even bothering to issue evic¬ 
tion notices,” Ha.hn said.
